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Attendance  at  devotional 
more  than  doubles  last  year

Attendance  at  the  President’s 
“Welcome  Back”  Assembly,  Tues¬ 
day,  was  more  than  double  that  of  last 
year’s  opening  devotional. 

Yesterday  almost  14,500  students, 
faculty  and  staff  members  attended 
President  and  Sister  Holland’s  ad¬ 
dress,  according  to  Pauls  Richard, 
BYU  public  communications  direc¬ 
tor.  Only  6,000  people  attended  last 
year’s  presidential  address,  Richards 
said. 

Several  adminstrative  policies 
were  recently  changed  in  an  effort  to 
increase  devotional  and  forum  atten¬ 
dance. 

Richards  said  he  believes  the 
changes  were  chiefly  responsible  for 
the  increase  in  attendance  this  year. 

“We  hope  to  make  each  forum  and 
devotional  not  a  muAdane  every  week 
occurance  but  a  unique  experience,” 
he  said. 

During  his  talk,  President  Holland 
told  of  one  young  man  who  had  not 
been  able  to  attend  any  devotionals 
for  three  years  because  of  his  work 
schedule. 

Holland  said  the  student  was  able 
to  attend  Tuesday’s  devotional  be¬ 


cause  of  the  new  administrative  poli¬ 
cies  which  called  for  “all  but  the  most 
essential”  campus  services  to  close 
during  the  devotional  hour. 

The  university  library,  one  of  the 
services  which  was  closed  during  the 
devotional,  had,  “a  mass  exodus  to 
the  Marriott  Center,”  said  Sterling 
Albrecht,  university  librarian. 

Very  few  students  remained  inside 
the  library  while  the  doors  were 
closed  to  admittance.  Albrecht  said 
that  he  and  many  library  employees 
were  a  part  of  the  “mass  exodus.” 

Not  many  students  were  in  the 
Testing  Center  during  the  devotional 
either,  according  to  L.  J.  “Bud” 
Wood,  Testing  Center  manager. 

Many  students  were  unhappy 
about  the  Cougareat,  the  Wilkinson 
Center  Cafeteria  and  the  Morris  and 
Cannon  centers  being  closed  from  11 
a.m.  to  noon,  Samuel  Brooks,  Food 
Services  director  said.  There  were 
“extremely  long  lines” .  following  the 
devotional. 

Food  Service  employees  who  could 
not  easily  leave  their  jobs  were  able  to 
listen  to  a  broadcast  of  the  devotional, 
Brooks  said.

Further  developing  the  theme  of 
self-control,  President  Holland  said 
there  is  not. enough  discipline  in  the  on 
and  off  campus  housing  units.  He  said 
he  has  asked  bishops  arid  landlords, 
and  was  now  asking  roommates,  to 
accept  responsibility  for  the  moral  cli¬ 
mate  and  living  circumstances  at 
BYU. 

“There  is  too  much  sexual  trans¬ 
gression  in  the  world,  in  the  Church, 
and  at  BYU.  Explicitly  sexual  mate¬ 
rial  should  not  be  your  entertainment 
at  movie  theaters  or  on  TV.  We  can¬ 
not  monitor  your  cable  network  any 
more  than  we  can  monitor  the  videos 
you  can  rent  at  three  dozen  locations 
within  one  mile  of  this  building, ’’said 
President  Holland. 

"We  are  simply  stating  what  you 
already  know  to  be  the  standard  of  a 
Latter-day  Saint,”  he  said.  “We  are 
asking  you  to  stand  up  and  be  counted 
because  you  are  a  M ormon ,  ” 

The  tithepayers  of  the  Church 
make  up  for  the  thousands  of  dollars 
of  difference  in  tuition  between  other 
private  universities  and  BYU,  he 
said.

equivalent  of  several  thousand  dollars 
in  personal  scholarship  money  each 
year  just  for  attending  —  and  that  is 
in  addition  to  whatever  other  finan¬ 
cial  aid  you  may  also  receive  from  the 
school.” 

Students  should  make  the  best  use 
of  their  time,  said  Holland.  “I  love  fun 
and  Frisbees  and  fall  afternoons  too, 
but  don’t  let  them  blunt  your  primary 
purpose  in  coming  here — pursuit  of  a 
superb  education  preparing  you  for 
service  to  God  and  fellowman.  Study 
first,  study  well,  study  hard.  Then 
play  or  party  or  pig-out  .  ” 

In  expressing  her  testimony  of  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  Another  Testament 
of  Jesus  Christ,  Sister  Holland  told  of 
the  time  President  Holland  asked  the 
Yale  University  librarian  how  many 


of  the  school’s  nearly  9  million  vol¬ 
umes  claim  to  have  been  delivered  by 
an  angel.  The  Book  of  Mormon  was 
the  only  book  she  could  find  that  fit 
that  description. 

President  and  Sister  Holland  in¬ 
vited  students  to  follow  President 
Benson’s  counsel  and  renew  their 
reading  of  this  book.  They  promised 
students  “miracles”  if  they  will  invite 
“the  light  of  the  spirit”  into  their  lives 
by  reading  every  day. 

Jon  C.  Coleman,  ASBYU  presi¬ 
dent,  also  spoke  at  the  assembly.  He 
said  that  if  students  will  keep  the 
commandments,  help  their  brothers 
and  sisters  and  seek  to  obtain  a  true 
education,  “We  will  enhance  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  our  lives  and  thus  continue  to 
strengthen  the  university.”

In  admonishing  students  to  be  true 
to  BYU  standards  Tuesday,  Presi¬ 
dent  Holland  touched  on  a  hot  issue  — 
the  steamy;  sexually  explicit  videos 
available  in  the  area. 

And,  although  concerned,  local 
LDS  Church  leaders  don’t  think  the 
situation  is  too  bad. 

“It’s  not  a  major  problem,”  said 
Thales  Smith,  president  of  the  BYU 
14th  Stake.  “It’s  not  widespread;  it’s 
more  sporadic.”  He  added  that  all  the 
bishops  in  his  stake  are  encouraged  at 
the  beginning  of  the  semester  to  talk 
to  their  wards  about  university  stan¬ 
dards. 

John  Stohlton,  BYU  executive  vice 
president  and  leader  of  the  school’s 
10th  Stake,  said  students  in  his  Hela- 
man  Halls  stake  are  in  a  slightly  dif¬ 
ferent  situation.  “Those  living  on 
campus  don’t  have  some  of  the  video 
parties  that  are  had  off  campus.”  He 
consequently  doesn’t  anticipate  a  big 
problem,  but  admits  he  doesn’t  have 
the  experience  some  of  the  other 
stake  presidents  have.  Stohlton  was 
called  as  a  stake  president  late  last 
spring,  and  most  of  Helaman  Halls 
was  shut  down  during  the  summer. 

However,  as  a  university  adminis¬ 
trator  he  has  regular  contact  with 
standards.  “My  perception  is  that 
there  is  an  awful  lot  of  garbage  out 
there,  a  lot  not  of  great  worth.  It  is,  in 
fact,  damaging.” 

In  any  case,  he  said  the  stake  will 
be  talking  about  it.  “Our  Bishops  are 
making  it  a  concern.” 

Local  video  retailers  face  a  differ¬ 
ent  concern,  which  can  become  some¬ 
what  of  a  dilemma.  To  survive  as  a 


business,  a  video  store  must  supply 
what  the  public  wants.  And  it  appears 
a  large  part  of  the  public  in  Provo  and 
Orem  wants  R-rated  movies. 

“There  would  be  no  way  to  survive 
without  R-rated  movies,”  said  Sandra 
Feller,  assistant  manager  of  Good¬ 
time  Video  in  Provo.  Her  best  guess 
broke  down  movie  rentals  to  20  per¬ 
cent  “G,”  50  percent  “PG”  and  30  per¬ 
cent  “R.”  Feller  said  they  do  most  of 
their  business  in  PG  videos,  but 
added,  “If  we  went  without  R-rated 
movies,  I  think  people  would 
downtalk  us.” 

Billy  Brinkerhoff,  owner  of  Adven- 
tureland  Video,  said  she  carries  “just 
a  few  R’s,”  but  agreed  with  Feller. 
“You  just  can’t  survive  without 
them.” 

Sounds  Easy  Video  in  Parkway  Vil¬ 
lage  does  most  of  its  business  in  PG 
and  R-rated  movies,  according  to  em¬ 
ployee  Brooke  Hansen.  She  also 
noted  that  R-rated  movie  rentals  go 
up  during  the  school  year. 

Surprisingly,  Feller  said  her  store 
gets  a  big  demand  for  hard-core 
pornographic  shows.  “People  con¬ 
stantly  request  X-rated,”  she  said, 
adding  that  most  express  disbelief 
when  they  find  out  such  films  are  ille¬ 
gal  in  Utah  County. 

Much  of  the  appeal  of  rental  videos 
is  probably  tied  in  with  privacy,  said 
one  BYU  professor.  Darhl  Pedersen, 
professor  in  the  psychology  depart¬ 
ment  and  an  expert  on  privacy,  said 
we  do  things  in  private  we  would  not 
consider  doing  in  public. 

“People  are  more  willing  to  rent  a 
video  and  see  it  in  the  privacy  of  their 
own  home  than  view  it  where  they 
will  be  seen  by  other  people.”

\NTIAGO,  Chile  (AP)  —  Three 
including  the  editor  of  a  left-wing 
azine  banned  under  the  new  state 
:ge  decree  were  taken  from  their 
es  by  armed  men  and  then  killed, 
relatives  reported  Tuesday, 
dice  said  they  had  no  knowledge 
t  the  killings,  but  the  govern- 
t  announced  16  dissidents  were 
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picked  up  in  the  military  crackdown 
ordered  after  the  attempted  assas¬ 
sination  Sunday  of  President  Augusto 
Pinochet. 

One  of  the  slain  men  was  Jose  Car¬ 
rasco,  41,  a  former  political  exile  who 
worked  for  the  news  magazine  Anal- 
isis.  His  relatives  said  he  was  taken 
from  his  house  early  Monday  by  gun¬ 
men  claiming  to  be  police. 

His  body  was  found  Monday  night 
outside  a  suburban  Santiago  cemet¬ 
ery.  He  had  been  shot  in  the  head. 

The  other  victims  were  identified 
by  relatives  as  Gaston  Vidarrauzaga, 
a  30-year-old  schoolteacher,  and 
Felipe  Segundo  Rivera,  40,  a  govern¬ 
ment-employed  machinist. 

The  relatives  said  the  two  had  been 
taken  from  their  homes  early  Monday 
also  and  the  bodies  were  found 
dumped  in  Santiago,  but  they  had  no 
further  information. 

The  Interior  Ministry  confirmed 
Carrasco’s  death  only,  and  said  it  had 
not  ordered  his  arrest. 

The  authorities  arrested  dissidents 
and  raided  leftist  strongholds  after  a 
Sunday  night  assassination  attempt 
against  President  Augusto  Pinochet. 
Pinochet  escaped  with  only  an  injury 
to  one  hand,  but  five  of  his  body¬ 
guards  were  killed.  His  government 
declared  a  state  of  siege. 

Gen.  Pinochet  attended  the  body¬ 
guards’  funeral  Tuesday  before  head¬ 
ing  to  a  rally  staged  in  his  honor. 

Police  reported  they  were  holding 
16  opposition  activists  and  three 
French  priests  picked  up  under  a 
nationwide  state  of  siege  decreed  af¬ 
ter  Sunday’s  guerrillla  ambush  on 
Gen.  Pinochet’s  armed  escorts  killed 
in  the  ambush  outside  Santiago. 


Firm  to  create  jobs  for  students

Many  students  could  be  on  a  300-job  payroll  by 
November  if  hiring  projections  are  met  by  a  tele¬ 
marketing  firm  that  announced  Tuesday  the 
opening  of  a  new  office  in  Provo. 

National  Institute  Consumer  Exchange  Corpo¬ 
ration,  the  largest  telemarketing  firm  in  the 
United  States,  is  expected  to  have  an  800-job 
payroll  within  a  year,  Utah  Governor  Norman  H. 
Bangerter  announced  in  a  press  conference. 

“I’m  pleased  that  the  NICE  Corporation  has 
decided  to  add  a  third  facility  in  Utah,  which  will 
be  located  in  the  Provo  area.  This  third  facility  is 
projected  to  employ  800  within  one  year,” 
Bangerter  said. 

NICE  is  a  telemarketing  company  that  sells 
products  through  television  advertising,  accept¬ 
ing  toll-free  telephone  orders.  NICE’S  main  office 
in  Ogden  employs  1,200  people  and  the  Salt  Lake 
City  office  employs  500  people. 

Brent  Welch,  executive  vice  president  for 
NICE,  said  the  corporation  will  be  looking  for 
“articulate,  dynamic  people”  to  work  in  the  Provo 


office.'  He  added  that  NICE  will  be  training  em¬ 
ployees  to  work  with  computers  and  to  help  them 
be  proficient  with  telemarketing  skills. 

Welch  said  he  expects  the  Provo  location  to 
have  hired  50  people  within  the  first  month,  300 
by  November  and  800  employees  within  one  year 
,  of  the  announcement. 

Pay  will  be  “slightly  above  minimum  wage,” 
said  Welch,  and  many  of  the  jobs  will  be  part- 
time. 

He  said  the  corporation  hopes  to  employ  many 
students  in  the  new  job  openings,  but  that  it  will 
be  a  challenge  to  work  with  students  who  go  home 
during  the  summer. 

“We  are  hoping  these  jobs  will  attract  married 
people  who  will  be  interested  in*staying  around  all 
year  to  work-, ’’said  Welch. 

Mayor  of  Provo,  Joseph  Jenkins,  said  the  move 
by  NICE  to  locate  a  new  office  at  Billings  Park,  in 
the  south  end  of  Provo,  will  be  very  profitable.  He 
said  there  is  a  unique  mixture  of  students  in  Provo 
from  both  BYU  and.  Utah  Technical  College. 

He  added  that  the  new  jobs  should  provide  many 
opportunities  to  meet  their  needs. 

In  a  luncheon  speech  after  the  press  confer¬ 


ence,  Seldon  Young,  founder  of  NICE,  said  the 
Ogden  office  receives  30,000  to  100,000  phone 
calls  per  day  and  NICE  is  the  largest  telemarket¬ 
ing  company  in  the  nation. 

Young  reminded  the  group  of  45  politicians  and 
business  people  that  NICE,  which  celebrated  its 
10-year  anniversary  Tuesday,  receives  30  to  35 
percent  of  the  toll-free  numbers  seen  on  televi¬ 
sion. 

According  to  Welch,  NICE  looked  at  several 
eastern  states  as  possible  spots  for  a  new  location. 
He  said  the  telephoning  cost  would  be  lower  in 
those  states  but  that  the  company  preferred 
Utah. 

“With  the  cooperation  from  the  state  we  have 
learned  that  Utah  wants  the  business  here ...  we 
concluded  that  this  is  the  place  to  be  at  this  time.” 

Welch  said  many  of  NICE’S  clients,  including 
banks,  long  distance  phone  companies,  insurance 
and  credit  card  companies,  record  companies  and 
enterprises  involved  in  media  sales,  have  com¬ 
mented  on  the  quality  of  the  people  who  answer 
the  phones.  He  attributed  this  to  the  education, 
principles  and  philosophies  that  are  a  part  of  Utah 
society. 


Gunmen  kidnap  American  in  Beirut 


BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)  —  An  American  who 
runs  a  private  school  in  Beirut  was  kidnapped  by 
two  armed  men  while  on  his  way  to  play  golf  Tues¬ 
day,  and  a  caller  claimed  responsibility  in  the  name 
of  the  Shiite  Moslem  group  Islamic  Jihad. 

It  was  the  'first  kidnapping  of  an  American  in 
Lebanon  in  15  months. 

The  U.  S.  Embassy  identified  the  victim  as  Frank 
Herbert  Reed,  53,  of  Malden,  Mass.,  director  of  the 
Lebanese  International  School  in  Moslem  west 
Beirut. 

A  spate  of  politically  motivated  kidnappings  in 
west  Beirut  in  1985  prompted  most  Americans  and 
other  Westerners  to  leave  the  city. 

A  school  associate  said  Reed  has  lived  in  Lebanon 
about  eight  years  and  had  converted  to  Islam  be¬ 
fore '  marrying  Sahmiya  Dalati,  a  Syrian.  The 
associate,  who  insisted  on  anonymity,  said  the  cou¬ 
ple  have  a  5-year-old  son,  Tareq. 

Islamic  Jihad,  which  espouses  the  fundamental¬ 
ist  teachings  of  Iran’s  Ayatollah  Ruhollah 


Khomeini,  has  said  it  holds  at  least  three  other 
American  hostages. 

U.S.  Embassy  spokesman  Christopher  P.  En¬ 
glish  said  the  embassy  “does  not  have  many  details 
about  it  (the  kidnap)  now.” 

At  the  State  Department  in  Washington,  spokes¬ 
man  Bernard  Kalb  said,  “We  call  on  those  who  may 
be  holding  Mr.  Reed  as  well  as  the  other  foreign 
hostages  in  Lebanon  to  release  their  captives  im¬ 
mediately.  We  remind  them  further  that  we  hold 
them  responsible  for  the  well-being  of  their  cap¬ 
tives.” 

Police  quoted  family  friends  as  saying  Reed  was 
kidnapped  at  11:15  a.m.  near  the  ruins  of  a  super¬ 
market  in  west  Beirut’s  Bir  Hassan  district  while 
driving  from  his  west  Beirut  home  to  play  golf  at 
the  city’s  outskirts. 

Gunmen  in  a  dark  blue  Volvo  intercepted  Reed’s 
car  a  few  hundred  yards  from  the  headquarters  of 
Syrian  intelligence  officers  supervising  a  security 
plan  for  west  Beirut,  police  said. 


An  anonymous  caller  claiming  to  speak  for  Isla¬ 
mic  Jihad,  which  means  Islamic  Holy  War,  claimed 
in  a  call  to  a  Western  news  agency  that  Reed  was  a 
CIA  spy  and  that  “documents  convicting  him”  were 
found  on  him. 

An  editor  at  the  news  agency  said  the  call  was  in 
Lebanese-accented  Arabic  and  that  the  caller  hung 
up  after  reading  a  statement.  The  Christian- 
controlled  Voice  of  Lebanon  radio  said  the  man 
promised  to  distribute  Reed’s  photograph  soon. 

Islamic  Jihad  has  cautioned  repeatedly  that  any 
statement  purporting  to  come  from  it  without  a 
hostage  photograph  would  be  false. 

Other  American  hostages  held  by  Islamic  Jihad 
are  Terry  A.  Anderson,  38,  of  Lorain,  Ohio,  chief 
Middle  East  correspondent  for  The  Associated 
Press;  David  Jacobsen,  55,  of  Huntington  Beach, 
Calif.,  director  of  the  American  University  Hos¬ 
pital;  and  Thomas  Sutherland,  55,  of  Fort  Collins, 
Colo.,  acting  dean  of  the  university’s  agriculture 
faculty. 
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Treasury  Department  passes  up  Utah  for  new  plant 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The 
Treasury  Department  has  decided 
against  considering  Salt  Lake  City  as 
the  potential  site  for  a  new  currency 
printing  plant,  officials  say. 

While  a  disappointment,  Salt  Lake 
Area  Chamber  of  Commerce  spokes¬ 
man  Sherm  Wilkinson  said  the  deci¬ 
sion  was  not  a  surprise. 

Other  cities  competing  for  the  plant 
offered  the  federal  government  free 
land  and  some  even  proposed  building 


the  300,000-square-foot  building  and 
then  donating  it  to  Washington,  he 
said. 

Salt  Lake  City  could  not  match 
those  offers,  Wilkinson  said. 

An  aide  to  Gov.  Norm  Bangerter, 
Larry  Goldsmith,  confirmed  that 
three  states  did  offer  the  Treasury 
Department  a  site  and  building  at  no 
cost  to  the  government,  but  none  of 
those  locations  have  been  revealed. 
“We  were  hoping  we  would  have 


another  chance  at  the  site,  but  with 
the  competition  as  fierce  as  it  was,  the 
decision  was  not  that  unexpected,” 
Wilkinson  said. 

“We  knew  there  was  a  good  chance 
somebody  else  would  get  it,”  he  said. 

The  printing  plant,  which  will  be 
the  nation’s  second,  would  have 
brought  about  200  jobs  to  Utah. 
However,  state  and  local  officials 
could  not  justify  the  $15  million  cost  of 
donating  the  land  and  constructing 
the  building.

Hatch  seeking  aid 
for  anti-Marxist 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  Sen.  Orrin 
Hatch,  R-Utah,  just  returned  from  a 
clandestine  visit  to  Angola,  said  Tues¬ 
day  that  anti-Marxist  rebel  leader 
Jonas  Savimbi  deserves  increased 
U.S.  military  aid,  particularly  armor¬ 
piercing,  anti-tank  weapons. 

At  a  news  conferenc,  Hatch  dis¬ 
played  a  Russuag  “instruction  plate” 
he  said  he  had  unscrewed  from  a  cap¬ 
tured  Soviet-made  rocket  launcher 
and  a  video  tape  in  which  he  is  seen 
inspecting  other  captured  Soviet 
weapons,  including  a  tank. 

Hatch  said  Savimbi’s  forces  have 
received  some  effective  U.S. 
weapons,  but  declined  to  say  whether 
he  was  referring  to  shoulder-fired, 
ground-to-air  Stinger  missiles  that  ]ne 
urged  be  provided. 

He  did  credit  U.S.  support  for 
heading  off  an  expected  summer  of¬ 
fensive  against  Savimbi’s  forces  by 
the  Soviet  and  Cuban  supported  An¬ 
golan  government  in  Luanda. 

And  he  said  Savimbi  told  him  he 
believes  U.S.  aid  is  responsivle  for 
contacts  with  his'  representativers 
initiated  earlier  this  year  by  the  Lu¬ 
anda  regime.

in  the  community  may  have  a  positive 
effect  where  questionable  material  is 
concerned,  he  believes.  “I  think  many 
internalize  the  standards  and  are  less 
likely  to  view  such  movies  in  public  or 
in  private.” 

Another  BYU  instructor  thinks 
most  of  the  negative  effects  of  videos 
will  eventually  take  care  of  them¬ 
selves.  Tad  Danielewski,  of  the  The¬ 
ater  and  Cinematic  Art  Department, 
said  the  video  boom  will  be  a  boon  to 
really  valuable  films  in  the  long  run. 
“Worthwhile  movies  will  survive  and 


the  garbage  will  sink.”  He  predicts 
VCR  owners  will  tire  of  inferior  pro¬ 
ductions  after  a  time  and  want  to  see 
something  of  quality.  “Separate 
stores  may  even  develop,”  said 
Danielewski,  “some  that  carry  valu¬ 
able  stuff  and  others  that  carry 
trash.” 


JOHANNESBURG,  South  Africa 
(AP)  —  Three  black  insurgents,  in¬ 
cluding  a  19-year-old  convicted  in  a 
bombing  that  killed  five  whites,  were 
hanged  Tuesday  after  refusing  to 
seek  clemency. 

U.S.  civil  rights  leader  Coretta 
Scott  King,  meanwhile,  canceled  a 
meeting  with  President  P.W.  Botha 
at  the  last  minute.  She  announced  her 
decision  a  day  after  leading  anti¬ 
apartheid  activists  said  they  would 
not  see  her  if  she  met  with  Botha. 

The  execution  of  the  rebels,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  outlawed  African  National 
Congress  guerrilla  group,  caused  lit¬ 
tle  public  outcry.  Previous  executions 
of  ANC  members  prompted  worl¬ 
dwide  condemnation  and  appeaas  for 
clemency. 

The  three  —  Sibusiso  Andrew  Zon- 
do,  Simho  Bridget  Xulu  and  Clarence 
Lucky  Payi  —  were  hanged  at  Pre¬ 
toria  Central  Prison  at  7  a.m.,  said 
Supreme  Court  Registrar  Martin  van 
der  Westhuizen.

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No  third  term 
for  presidents 


Ronald  Reagan’s  presidency  is  nearing  its  end  ...  at  least  that  is 
what  most  indicators  pointed  to  until  recently. 

Now  some  Republicans,  apparently  not  satisfied  with  the  prospects 
of  George  Bush,  Jack  Kemp  or  Pat  Robertson,  have  begun  a  drive  to 
repeal  the  U.S.  Constitution’s  22nd  Amendment  and  and  thereby  open 
the  way  to  launch  a  campaign  to  keep  Reagan  in  the  White  House  for 
four  more  years. 

The  problem  is  that  repealing  the  22nd  Amendment,  which  limits  a 
president  to  two  terms,  may  ultimately  foster  corruption  and  abuse  of 
executive  power. 

Leaders  of  the  new  movement,  including  editorial  writers  in  several 
of  the  nation’s  largest  newspapers,  say  that  popular  opinion  should 
have  the  right  to  determine  whether  or  not  a  president  should  serve  a 
third  term.  Ironically,  a  recent  poll  conducted  by  the  Gallup  Organiza¬ 
tion  for  Newsweek  magazine  suggests  that  60  percent  of  Americans 
surveyed  do  not  favor  the  repeal  of  the  amendment,  even  though  they 
gave  high  marks  to  Reagan. 

Although  he  officially  says  he  will  not  seek  re-election,  Reagan  told 
Fortune  magazine  he  believes  that  the  amendment  is  a  violation  of 
democratic  rights.  In  justification  he  points  out  that  some  senators 
have  held  office  for  40  years.  However,  this  ignores  the  far-reaching 
power  the  chief  executive  holds  as  compared  to  members  of  Congress. 

Supporters  also  overlook  recent  history  which  shows  that  too  much 
time  in  office  may  make  a  leader  feel  justified  in  abusing  power.  Case 
in  point  is  ousted  Philippine  president  Ferdinand  Marcos.  After  so 
many  years  of  doing  “so  many  good  things  for  their  people”  Marcos  and 
his  wife  were  quoted  as  feeling  they  somehow  deserved  their  life  of 
wealth  and  pleasure  even  at  the  expense  of  their  nation’s  people. 

Holding  presidential  elections  every  four  years  and  barring  a  presi¬ 
dent  from  serving  more  than  two  terms  are  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
country.  New  blood  can  bring  in  fresh  ideas  and  help  strengthen  the 
worthy  programs  of  the  past.  Presidential  campaigns  create  a  periodic 
environment  of  healthy  evaluation  of  our  government  and  political 
system. 

George  Washington  stepped  down  after  two  terms.  His  reasons  not 
to  seek  a  third  term  —  to  insure  democracy  and  set  an  example  for  the 
future  —  should  be  as  applicable  today  as  they  were  then. 

Amendment  repeal  supporters  hope  to  force  a  vote  in  the  House  this 
fall  and  also  are  preparing  a  resolution  for  state  legislatures.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  should  respond  to  the  will  the  of  the  people  and  not  bend  to 
lobbying  efforts  for  the  repeal. 

Finally,  Republicans  who  feel  uncomfortable  with  their  prospects  to 
continue  Reagan’s  programs  should  not  let  their  uncertainty  of  the 
moment  affect  the  future  of  a  nation.

A  young  girl  turned  to  her  father 
after  studying  the  list  of  survivors 
from  the  Pan  Am  hijacking  in  Karachi 
and  said,  “I  don’t  see  mommy’s 
name.”  Later  in  the  news  broadcast  a 
survivor  told  how  the  flight  purser 
had  gathered  passenger’s  passports 
in  quiet  heroism  during  the  early 
hours  of  the  hijacking.  The  woman 
then  said  she  understood  the  purser 
was  killed.  The  camera  zoomed  in  as 
the  woman  wept.  Another  passenger 
seemed  to  stare  through  the  camera 
as  he  impassionately  told  how  his  wife 
was  blown  up  by  a  hand  grenade. 

These  scenes  from  one  single  event 
are  part  of  the  regular  depiction  of 
grief  by  news  cameras  for  televisions, 


newspapers  and  magazines  around 
the  world. 

Provo  is  not  immune  from  these 
scenes.  Every  fall  BYU  students  and 
others  climb  the  cliffs  along  the 
Wasatch  front  and  a  news  photogra¬ 
pher  like  myself  is  faced  with  the  deci¬ 
sion  of  what  to  photograph  as  the 
search  party  forms. 

I  have  been  at  the  base  of  a  moun¬ 
tain  where  friends  and  relatives  of  the 
missing  hiker  wait  for  news  and  qui¬ 
etly  stare  at  any  movement  on  the 
cliffs  above.  I  have  seen  rescue  work¬ 
ers  wearied  from  hours  of  physical 
exertion  and  another  needless  loss  of 
life.  As  the  black  body  bag  was  re¬ 
moved  from  the  helicopter,  I  felt  in¬ 
trusive  recording  the  feelings  of 
friends  and  relatives. 

But  I  did,  and  will  again,  aim  my 
camera  and  quietly  record  such 


scenes  from  a  distance. 

There  is  a  delicate  balance  to  be 
maintained  while  photographing 
scenes  of  grief.  It  is  my  responsibility 
as  a  journalist  to  record  and  report 
events  that  are  important  to  the  com¬ 
munity. 

And  it  is  also  my  responsibility  to 
maintain  personal  sensitivity  as  a 
member  of  the  human  race. 

While  photographing  the  scene  on 
the  mountainside,  I  used  long  lenses 
to  maintain  as  much  physical  distance 
as  I  could  from  the  people  involved. 
At  one  point  I  raised  my  camera  and 
was  promptly  screamed  at  by  a  friend 
of  the  victim  not  to  take  any  pictures. 
I  quietly  walked  away,  feeling  sorry 
and  guilty  for  having  brought  any 
measure  of  additional  discomfort  to 
her. 

I  enjoy  no  sense  of  satisfaction  as

someone  focuses  their  anger  at  md 
intruding  on  their  grief.  But  I  wc 
feel  truly  hurt  and  responsible 
failed  to  give  my  best  effort  to  t  ... 
and  publish  such  pictures.  As  muc 
I  hope  to  the  contrary,  there  wil 
other  similar  scenes  of  grief  here 
elsewhere,  and  a  cameraman  will 
the  same  questions  of  balancing 
man  sensitivity  with  journalistic:

Photos  of  tragic  events  serve  as 
portant  reminders  of  the  frailty  of 
man  life  and  of  the  dangers  ku 
tyranny,  terrorism  and  moun 
trails.

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Don't  set  precedent  b 
surrendering  to  Soviet 
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For  U.S.  News  and  World  Report 
correspondent,  Nicholas  Daniloff,  to¬ 
day  begins  another  day  in  a  Soviet 
jail.  For  the  Soviets,  it  is  politics  as 
ususal  —  another  day  of  stonewalling, 
blackmail,  and  intimidation,  another 
day  of  getting  what  it  wants  from  the 
U.S. 

There  had  been  a  glimmer  of  hope 
in  the  Free  World  that  perhaps  the 
Soviet  Union  was  changing  a  little. 
Soviet  leader  Mikhail  Gorbachev  is 
young  and  aggressive,  and  some  had 
thought  that  he  would  begin  a  slightly 
more  open  era  in  the  USSR.  During 
the  recent  Chernobyl  disaster  the  So¬ 
viets  had  been  unusually  candid  about 
their  disaster.  Cultural  changes  are 
expanding. 

But  these  hopes  were  founded  on 
appearances  and  heresay.  As  the 
Daniloff  case  proves,  the  Soviets  plan 
to  continue  pursuing  the  course  they 
want  and  will  ignore  what  Ronald 
Reagan  and  the  American  people 
think. 

U.S.  News  publisher  went  to 
Moscow  to  plead  for  Daniloffs  re¬ 
lease.  The  administration  has  told  the 
Soviets  that  Daniloffs  arrest  could 
severely  affect  the  upcoming  talks  be¬ 
tween  Secretary  of  State  Shultz  and 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Shevard¬ 
nadze.  The  Senate  yesterday  voted  93 
to  0  demand  Daniloffs  immediate  re¬ 
lease.  Cultural  and  journalistic 
groups  have  threatened  to  cancel  vis¬ 
its  to  the  USSR.  Britain’s  Foreign 
Secretary,  Sir  Geoffrey  Howe,  said

The  students  actually  see  how  to 
rent  an  apartment,  how  to  purchase  a 
train  ticket  and  other  typical  activi¬ 
ties  in  West  Germany. 

“My  students  have  used  it.  I’m  im¬ 
pressed  (with  the  system)  that  the 
German  211  class  (second-year  con¬ 
versation)  who  used  the“VELVET” 
are  more  confident. 

They’ve  seen  how  a  German  apart¬ 
ment  is  when  it’s  rented,  and  it  helps 
eliminate  culture  shock,”  said  Erika 
Eichhorn,  a  BYU  German  instructor. 

“It’s  entertainment  and  learning. 
You’re  learning,  but  you  don’t  realize 
you’re  learning,”  said  Laurie  Hladik, 
a  sophomore  who  participated  in  the 
Summer  Language  Institute,  where 
“VELVET”  was  first  used. 


She  explained  that  participants 
would  sit  and  watch,  with  each  pro¬ 
gram  lasting  half  an  hour  to  an  hour. 
Phrases  were  learned  for  everyday 
use  plus  new  vocabulary. 

After  seeing  the  segments,  the  stu¬ 
dent  plays  “Per  diem,”  the  game  por¬ 


tion  of  “VELVET.” 

“Per  diem”  tells  the  students  how 
well  they  could  survive  if  put  in  West 
Germany. 

“VELVET’  is  extremely  valuable 
to  pick  up,”  said  Eichhorn.  “VEL¬ 
VET’  is  going  somewhere.”

5YU  professor  earns  teaching  award 

Attributes  success  to  deep  commitment  effective  teaching

Two  of  the  rewards  of  his  profes¬ 
sion  have  come  to  Dr.  Kent  M.  Van 
De  Graaff  of  the  Zoology  Department 
this  year;  recognition  as  an  outstand¬ 
ing  teacher  and  success  as  an  author. 

An  inventive  style  and  a  deep  com¬ 
mitment  to  teaching  earned  Van  De 
Graaff  the  Karl  G.  Maeser  Distin¬ 
guished  Teaching  award  for  1986. 

The  Karl  G.  Maeser  awards  are 
supported  by  the  Karl  G.  Maeser  As¬ 
sociates  and  sponsored  by  the  BYU 
Alumni  Association. 

Van  De  Graaff  has  long  been  popu¬ 
lar  with  his  students,  who  remember 
him  for  his  colorful  lectures  which 
some  say  leave  a  lasting  impression  of 
the  subject  material. 

One  of  the  classes  he  teaches  is  Bi¬ 
ology  260,  a  class  on  basic  human 


anatomy,  which  may  be  taken  by  as 
many  as  700  students  a  semester,  in 
three  sections.  This  means  that  a 
large  number  of  students  are  exposed 
to  his  teaching  style. 

Asked  why  his  students  seem  to 
have  so  much  praise  for  him,  Van  De 
Graaff  replied,  “I  like  to  think  that  it 
is  effective  teaching.” 

He  said  he  enjoys  teaching  at  BYU 
because  of  the  atmosphere  and  the 
caliber  of  the  students.  Van  De 
Graaff  is  quick  to  give  credit  to  the 
University  and  its  resources,  and  to 
his  graduate  student  research  assis¬ 
tants. 

Van  De  Graaff  also  published  his 
second  human  anatomy  textbook  this 
spring,  in  collaboration  with  Stuart  I. 
Fox,  a  zoology  professor  at 
Northridge  College  in  California.  It 
has  become  popular  in  only  a  few 
months,  and  is  now  being  used  by  in¬ 


stitutions  like  Cornell  University  and 
the  University  of  Florida. 

“Since  March,  170  universities  are 
going  to  use  it,  so  we  are  pretty 
pleased,”  Van  De  Graaff  said. 

“We  spent  about  four  years  writing 
it,”  he  said.  “Prior  to  that  I  had  (writ¬ 
ten)  an  anatomy  book  that  is  still  do¬ 
ing  quite  well.” 

The  successes  of  this  year  have 
crystallized  his  plans  for  the  future. 
Van  De  Graaff  sees  new  ways  he  can 
contribute  to  his  profession,  particu¬ 
larly  in  writing  textbooks. 

“I  would  very  much  like  to  write  an 
anatomy  textbook  for  high  school  stu¬ 
dents  that  would  entice  them  into  the 
paramedical  professions,”  he  said. 

Van  De  Graaff  has  been  at  BYU  for 
11  years.  He  also  taught  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Minnesota  after  receiving 
his  doctorate  at  Northern  Arizona 
University.

Timpanogos  caves  still 
open  for  hiker's  enjoyment

Hiking  to  the  Timpanogos  Caves  is 
still  available  until  October  19,  de¬ 
pending  on  the  weather. 

The  three-hour  round  trip  guided 
tours  are  scheduled  from  8  a.m.  to  4 
p.m.,  with  tours  leaving  every  20-30 
minutes  on  weekdays  and  every  15 
minutes  on  weekends. 

The  three  connecting  caves- 
Hansen,  Middle  and  Timpanogos, 
contain  a  variety  of  stalagtites,  sta¬ 
lagmites,  draperies  and  aragonite 
chrystals. 

“They  are  especially  unique  due  to 
their  high  concentration  of  very  rare 
helictites,  which  are  only  found  that 
plentifully  in  two.  other  caves  in  the 
world",  said  Rick  Wilson  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Park  Service. 

“These  caves  received  a  record 
25,000  visitors  for  the  month  of  July 
and  annually  receive  as  many  as 
90,000,“  said  Wilson. 

Good  walking  shoes  or  tennis  shoes 
are  suggested  for  the  one  and  a  half 
mile  paved  hike  which  encompasses  a 
1065  foot  elevation  gain  to  the  cave 
entrance.  f 

Light  jackets  and  sweatshirts  are 
recommended  due  to  the  43  degree 
temperatures  inside  the  caves. 

Tickets  are  on  sale  at  the  visitors 
center,  located  seven  miles  up  Ameri¬ 
can  Fork  Canyon,  from  8  a.m.  to  4 
p.m. ,  seven  day  a  week. 

Adult  prices,  ages  16  and  up  are  $2; 
kids,  ages  6-15  are  $1  and  children 
under  6  are  free. 


Pictures  are  allowed  to  be  taken 
inside  the  caves.  A  flash  or  400-speed 
film  or  higher  suggested.

discount  postal  service  rates

Mail  America,  a  discount  stamp 
service,  offers  substantial  postage 
savings  to  the  general  public. 

Based  in  Salt  Lake  City,  the  com¬ 
pany  processes  cards,  invitations  and 
letters  for  20  cents,  bill  payments  for 
15  cents,  and  Mountain  Bell  telephone 
payments  free  of  charge. 

Mail  America  stamps  are  easily  ob¬ 
tained  at  any  participating  supermar¬ 
ket.  Pick-up  service  for  the  company 
is  Sunday  through  Thursday  after  5 
p.m. 

The  mail  is  sent  everywhere  in  the 
United  States  and  is  delivered  by  the 
U.S.  Post  Service. 

Mail  America  can  afford  to  offer 
such  discounts  because  their  workers 
are  not  unionized,  said  Inda  Norton, 
spokesperson  for  the  company. 
“Therefore  we  can  pass  our  savings 
on  to  you  since  it  costs  a  lot  more  to 
employ  union  workers.” 

“And  due  to  our  small  size,”  said 
Norton,  “we  do  thousands  of  pieces 
quicker  than  the  post  office  can  do 
millions.” 

“We  sell  mainly  to  housewives  and 
the  general  public,  but  we  also  do  a  lot 
of  bulk  mail.  The  majority  of  mail  con¬ 
sists  of  wedding  invitations,”  said 
Norton. 

The  savings  are  even  more  sub¬ 
stantial  when  the  stamps  are  pur¬ 
chased  in  25-stamp  packets  for  $4.00 
(twenty  15-cent  stamps,  five  20-cent 
stamps). 

The  same  packet  at  the  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  would  cost  $5.50. 

Even  though  Mail  America  is  offer¬ 
ing  cut-rate  savings  for  postal  pa¬ 
trons,  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  is  not 
worried  about  the  competition. 

“Mail  America  is  not  in  direct  com¬ 
petition  with  the  Postal  Service.  They 
are  a  private  enterprise  paying  us  for 
the  full  postage  rate,”  said  Beverly 
Burge,  Public  Relations  Director  for 
the  Salt  Lake  City  Postal  Office. 

“They  have  a  first  class  pre-sort 
permit  for  an  annual  fee  of  $50,”  said 
Burge.  “This  enables  them  to  a  four 
cent  savings  per  piece  if  they:  1)  mail 
at  least  500  pieces  at  a  time,  2)  mail  10 
or  more  pieces  with  the  same  five 
digit  zipcode  and  3)  follow  a  certain 
address  format.” 

She  also  said  that  Mail  America 
saves  money  by  using  one  envelope 
for  several  letters  with  the  same  ad¬ 
dress. 

The  problem  that  occurs  most  often 
is  that  people  are  confused  about 
where  to  put  the  Mail  America 
stamps  on  their  envelope. 

“People  don’t  know  where  to  put 
the  stamps  on  the  envelope.  They  are

to  be  placed  on  the  back  instead  of  the 
front  right  corner,”  said  Robert  Vun- 
ber,  the  Provo  main  office,  Postmas¬ 
ter  for  the  Provo  U.S.  Post  Office. 

“Also,  the  public  buys  the  dis¬ 
counted  stamps  thinking  they’re  reg¬ 
ular  postage  stamps,  but  we  don’t  ac¬ 


cept  them  as  such,”  said  Vunber. 

Lamar  Blackham,  the  Orem  Post¬ 
master  said,  “The  main  problem  is 
that  people  put  the  mail  in  the  wrong 
box.  (Mail  America  has)  designated 
boxes,  we  won’t  deliver  the  mail  if  it’s 
not  in  the  proper  place.”

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Mark  Bellini  walked  on 
to  All-American  status

When  Mark  Bellini  walked  on  the 
BYU  football  team  in  1982,  his  goal 
was  to  start  for  the  Cougars  his  senior 
year. 

Bellini  began  his  senior  year  last 
Saturday  against  Utah  State,  and  he 
was  definitely  a  starter.  What  he 
hadn’t  planned  on  was  being  an  All- 
WAC  and  second  team  All-American 
selection  before  his  senior  year. 

With  another  outstanding  season, 
Bellini  may  well  earn  first  team  All- 
America  honors  and  be  the  first  wide 
receiver  from  BYU  to  be  selected  in 
the  first  round  of  the  NFL  draft. 

Last  year,  Bellini  had  63  catches  for 
1008  yards  and  14  touchdowns. 

With  Saturday’s  statistics  of  six  re¬ 
ceptions  for  98  yards,  he  seems  to  be 
well  on  his  way  to  another  1000-yard 
season. 

In  his  San  Leandro,  Calif,  high 
school  Bellini  was  an  all-conference 
running  back  and  defensive  back,  but 
was  not  recruited  by  any  colleges. 

His  coach,  who  was  a  member  of 
the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter- 
day  Saints,  referred  him  to  the  BYU 
coaching  staff,  who  in  turn  invited 
Bellini  to  try  out  for  the  team  as  a 
walk-on. 

“I  felt  like  I  was  too  small  to  be  a 
running  back  or  a  defensive  back,  but 
I  am  pretty  quick  and  thought  I  had 
the  tools  to  be  a  good  receiver,” 
Bellini  said. 

Bellini  runs  a  4.37  forty-yard-dash, 
which  is  fastest  on  the  team. 

The  coaching  staff  was  impressed 
with  the  walk-on,  and  he  was  one  of 
the  elite  freshmen  allowed  to  travel 
and  play  with  the  varsity  team. 

“I  felt  like  I  had  a  lot  of  potential,” 
Bellini  said.  “I  don’t  set  personal 
goals,  but  I  always  try  to  do  my  best.  ” 

Bellini’s  best  usually  includes 
seemingly  impossible  acrobatic 
catches  with  defenders  either  in  his 
face  or  running  up  to  flatten  him. 
“You’re  going  to  get  hit  whether  you 
catch  the  ball  or  not,  so  you  might  as 
well  catch  it,”  he  said.  “You  have  to 
block  everything  else  out  of  your 
mind  but  the  ball.” 

Bellini  makes  concentrating  look 
easy,  but  he  said  it’s  difficult.  “You 
really  have  to  work  on  concentrat¬ 
ing.” 

During  the  off-season,  Bellini  stud¬ 
ies  marine  biology,  the  field  he 
planned  on  pursuing  before  ideas  of 
professional  football  stardom  became 
realistically  possible  for  him. 

He  said  his  favorite  things  to  dp  are 
“fishing,  hiking  in  the  mountains,  and 
watching  videos  with  my  friends.” 
Bellini  also  said  he  is  not  a  sports  fa-

natic. 

“I’m  not  a  real  big  sports  fan.  I’ve 
always  enjoyed  playing  football,  but  I 
don’t  know  all  the  stats  and  don’t  re¬ 
ally  follow  what’s  going  on,”  he  said. 

“I  don’t  think  I’m  a  one-dimensional 
person,”  Bellini  said.  “Church  and 
school  are  just  as  important  to  me  as 
football.” 

Bellini  joined  the  LDS  Church 
since  coming  to  BYU,  being  baptized 
in  March  1985. 

After  he  graduates  from  BYU, 
Bellini  wants  to  play  professional 


football,  but  does  not  have  a  “dream 
team”  he  would  like  to  play  for.  “Who¬ 
ever  —  I  just  want  to  play.  What 
round  (of  the  NFL  draft)  I  go  in  or 
how  much  money  I  make  is  irrele¬ 
vant,”  Bellini  said.

Tomczak  to  start 


for  Jim  McMahon 

LAKE  FOREST,  Ill.  (AP)  — 
Chicago  Bear  quarterback  Mike  Tom¬ 
czak,  who  says  he  “thrives  on  pres¬ 
sure,”  will  make  his  first  NFL  regu¬ 
lar-season  start  this  Sunday  against 
the  Philadelphia  Eagles,  replacing 
the  injured  Jim  McMahon. 

Bears  Coach  Mike  Ditka  name 
Tomczak  the  starter  Monday,  one  day 
after  McMahon  went  down  with  a  sep¬ 
arated  shoulder  in  the  fourth  quarter 
of  Chicago’s  41-31  season-opening  win 
over  the  Cleveland  Browns. 

The  oft-injured  McMahon,  a  former 
BYU  quarterback,  will  be  lost  to  the 
defending  Super  Bowl  champions  for 
at  least  three  weeks. 

“It’s  a  second-degree  separation  in 
the  right  shoulder,”  said  Bears 
trainer  Fred  Caito.  “He  did  not  dislo¬ 
cate  it.  He  will  miss  about  three 
weeks.” 

Caito  said  X-rays  showed  no  bro¬ 
ken  bone  and  that  McMahon  had 
movement  of  the  arm. 

“At  the  end  of  this  week  he  will 
begin  to  work  with  weights  and  in  10 
to  14  days  he  will  do  some  throwing,” 
Caito  said.  “There  was  no  damage  to 
the  rotator  cuff.  It  is  tender  and  we 
will  treat  it  with  care.” 

Tomczak,  who  was  signed  as  a  free 
agent  out  of  Ohio  State  before  the 
1985  season,  had  an  excellent  presea¬ 
son,  much  of  which  McMahon  missed 
with  a  hip  flexor  injury.

BYU  women's  rodeo  wants  region  crown

Although  BYU  has  produced  na¬ 
tional  rodeo  champs  in  the  past,  this 
will  be  the  first  year  in  almost  seven 
that  a  full  women’s  team  has  been 
organized.  And  what  a  team  it  should 
be. 

The  first  rodeo  of  the  season  is  still 
a  month  away.  But  for  the  first  time  in 
a  long  time,  BYU  has  a  running 
chance  as  a  team  at  going  all  the 
way  to  the  finals  of  the  National  In¬ 
tercollegiate  Rodeo  Association. 

The  women’s  team  this  year  con¬ 
sists  of  three  riders:  Leslie  Nelson, 
Denise  Adams  and  Janice  Ault. 

So  far,  a  men’s  team  hasn’t  been 
organized. 

Nelson,  a  senior  from  Turlock, 
Calif. ,  majoring  in  animal  health  tech¬ 


nology,  represented  BYU  last  year  at 
the  national  finals  as  an  individual 
contestant.  She  finished  seventh  in 
the  nation  in  barrel  racing. 

Adams,  a  freshman  from  Ogden 
majoring  in  animal  health  technology, 
is  starting  BYU  with  an  impressive 
high  s’chool  record.  In  the  1985  state 
high  school  competition  Adams  took 
first  place  in  barrel  racing,  pole  bend¬ 
ing  and  cutting.  She  was  also  named 
All-Around  Cowgirl. 

Adams  said  she  has  had  scholarship 
offers  to  rodeo  for  several  schools 


throughout  the  state,  but  she  still  se¬ 
lected  to  come  to  BYU. 

Ault,  a  junior  from  American  Fork 
majoring  in  secondary  education,  is  a 
transfer  student  from  Utah  Technical 
College  where  she  has  been  rodeoing 
for  three  years. 

Blake  Nielson,  the  coach  of  both 
the  men’s  and  women’s  teams,  said  he 
looking  forward  to  an  impressive  year 
for  the  women’s  team. 

“Those  girls  have  a  lot  a  talent  and  I 
think  we’re  going  to  be  a  real  power¬ 
house  in  the  region,”  he  said. 


The  region  BYU  competes  in  cov¬ 
ers  all  the  colleges  and  universities 
from  Southern  Utah  State  College  in 
Cedar  City  to  Boise  State  University 
in  Idaho. 

“I  think  we  have  a  good  chance  at 
winning  the  region  this  year,  or  at 
least  being  very  competative,”  said 
Leslie  Nelson.  “It’s  going  to  be  a 
tough  region,  though,  because  a  lot  of 
the  good  ones  (rodeo  contestants)  are 
returning  and  there  is  going  to  be  a  lot 
of  stiff  competition  coming  in  from  the 
high  school  level.”

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LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Western 
Airlines  Inc.,  the  subject  of  repeated 
takeover  rumors  in  recent  months, 
said  Tuesday  it  agreed  to  be  acquired 
by  Delta  Air  Lines  Inc.  for  $860  mil¬ 
lion. 

It  was  the  fourth  giant  airline  mer¬ 
ger  announced  over  the  past  year  and 
came  against  a  background  of  intense 
competition  in  the  deregulated  air- 
travel  industry,  which  has  compelled 
large  carriers  to  expand  or  risk  losing 
business. 

Los  Angeles-base  Western  said  its 
directors  accepted  an  offer  of  $12.50  a 
share,  half  in  cash  and  half  in  secur¬ 
ities,  from  Atlanta-based  Delta, 
which  long  has  been  rumored  to  be 
seeking  another  airline  to  strengthen 
its  operations  in  the  western  United 
States. 

Analysts  estimated  the  value  of  the 
offer  at  about  $860  million,  based  on 
Western’s  51.2  million  common 
shares  outstanding  and  more  than  14 
million  convertible  preferred  shares 
and  stock  options. 

After  the  announcement,  West¬ 
ern’s  common  stock  jumped  $1.50  a 
share  to  $11.671/2  in  New  York  Stock 
Exchange  composite  trading,  while 
Delta’s  stock  closed  unchanged  at 
$42.121/2. 

Delta  and  Western  said  their  de- 
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finitive  merger  agreement  was  sub¬ 
ject  to  approval  by  both  companies’ 
stockholders  and  the  Department  of 
Transportation. 

Delta  operates  254  aircraft  to  96 
U.S.  and  foreign  destinations,  and  its 
domestic  routes  are  concentrated  in 
the  eastern  United  States.  Western 
operates  89  jets  to  67  airports,  princi¬ 
pally  in  the  western  United  States, 
Canada  and  Mexico.

The  newly  merged  company  would 
become  one  of  the  nation’s  largest  air 
carriers,  along  with  United,  Amer¬ 
ican  and  Texas  Air,  which  owns  Con¬ 
tinental  and  which  has  agreed  to  buy 
Eastern  Airlines. 

The  route  systems  of  Delta  and 
Western  “fit  together  ideally,”  Delta 


Chairman  David  C.  Garrett  said  in  a 
statement.  “The  combined  companies 
will  be  able  to  offer  expanded  and  im¬ 
proved  service  to  every  section  of  the 
country  and  will  have  the  size  and 
resources  necessary  to  compete  effec¬ 
tively  with  any  other  airline  in  the 
deregulated  environment.” 

In  the  same  statement,  Western 
Chairman  Gerald  Grinstein  said  the 
proposed  merger  “represents  an  ideal 
culmination  of  all  of  our  efforts  in  re¬ 
cent  years,”  and  that  it  would  “deliver 
meaningful  value  to  our  shareholders 
and  provide  to  our  employees  the  job 
security  and  stability  they  so  richly 
deserve.” 

Western,  a  60-year-old  airline  that 
lost  $400  million  from  1980  to  1984, 
made  what  industry  analysts  consider 
a  spectacular  comeback  because  of 
worker  concessions,  and  earned  a  re¬ 
cord  $67. 1  million  last  year. 

Western  has  relatively  little  debt 
and  holds  valuable  properties  at  the 
airports  of  Salt  Lake  City  and  Los 
Angeles,  the  airline’s  two  major  hubs, 
or  connecting  centers. 

But  Western  has  felt  the  impact  of 
continued  fare  wars  in  the  industry.

On  Sunday  he  was  formally 
charged  with  espionage,  which  under 
Soviet  law  can  carry  a  prison  term  of 
seven  to  115  year  or  the  death  penal¬ 
ty.

“He  thinks  his  case  is  escalating 
rather  dangerously  and  he  wouldn’t 
like  to  see  it  torpedo  the  summit  or 
U.S. -Soviet  relations,”  his  wife  said. 
He  also  said,  “it  is  getting  out  of  hand 
and  we  have  resolve  it  fairly  soon.” 

Daniloff  said  her  husband  feels  iso¬ 
lated  and  finds  it  frightening  “when 
you  are  alone  in  your  cell  and  people 
are  talking  about  death  sentences.” 

Daniloff  asked  her  to  tell  his  col¬ 
leagues  he  appreciated  their  support 
because  “this  could  happen  to  any  of 
you.” 

She  said  Daniloff  fears  “false  evi¬ 
dence”  is  being  prepared  against  him, 
and  was  especially  worried  his  Soviet 
friends  are  being  interrogated  and 
coerced  into  testifying  against  him. 

But  Daniloff  also  said  he  believes 
“this  whole  investigation  is  basically  a 
formality,”  his  wife  said.  “He  said  it 
clearly  relates  to  the  Zakharov  case.” 

The  U.S.  consul  general,  Daley, 
said  Daniloff  is  interested  in  being  re¬ 
leased  but  the  options  aren’t  really  of 
great  concern  at  the  moment. 

At  a  news  conference,  Foreign 
Ministry  spokesman  Gerasimov  ac¬ 
cused  U.S.  officials  of  using  the  case 
to  spoil  superpower  relations  but  sug¬ 
gested  it  could  be  resolved  to  the 
satisfaction  of  both  sides. 


Gerasimov  was  asked  to  comment 
on  President  Reagan’s  warning  that 
Daniloff  s  detention  could  become  “a 
major  obstacle”  in  relations  between 
the  two  countries. 

“U.S. -Soviet  relations  should  not 
be  held  hostage  to  this  case  of  Dani¬ 
loff,”  Gerasimov  said.  “If  both  sides 
make  serious  efforts,  I  think  it  would 
be  possible  to  find  a  mutual  solution  to 
this  question.” 

Daniloff  said  her  husband  com¬ 
plained  earlier  about  being  fed  only 
thin  soup  and  porridge-like  kasha  and 
wanted  to  be  allowed  out  of  his  8-by- 
10-foot  cell  more  frequently.  She  said 
he  is  now  getting  better  food  and  is 
allowed  to  exercise  in  a  rooftop  cage 
for  two  hours  a  day. 

“Obviously  they’re  bending  over 
backward  to  appear  civilized,  after 
having  done  this  horrible  thing,”  Mrs. 
Daniloff  said. 

Mrs.  Daniloff  said  she  believed  her 
husband  was  “sending  a  lot  of  mes¬ 
sages  to  her  and  the  world,”  but  she 
would  need  time  to  contemplate  what 
he  was  trying  to  say. 

There  has  been  no  indication  when 
Daniloff  might  be  brought  to  trial. 

The  Soviet  government  newspaper 
Izvestia  on  Monday  accused  Daniloff 
of  trying  to  gather  intelligence  on 
Soviet  forces  in  Afghanistan,  where 
Western  officials  say  more  than 
115,000  Red  Army  troops  have  been 
deployed  since  the  Soviet  Union’s  in¬ 
tervention  in  1979.

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'Mammography'  machine 
detects  breast  cancer  early

With  the  improved  mammogra¬ 
phy  tests,  a  suspicious  tissue  can  be 
detected  three  years  before  it  can 
be  found  by  a  woman  or  physician 
doing  a  breast  examination,  ac¬ 
cording  to  radiologists  at  American 
Fork  Hospital. 

Dr.  Harvey  Hatch  said  with  the 
hospital’s  recent  addition  of  an  im¬ 
proved  mammography  breast  x- 
ray  machine,  radiologists  will  be 
able  to  detect  suspicious  tissue 
much  quicker  than  before. 

Breast  cancer  claims  the  lives  of 
40,000  women  annually.  If  cancer  is 
detected  early  by  a  simple  mam¬ 
mography  breast  x-ray,  nearly 
10,000  brest  cancer  deaths  could  be 
averted  each  year,  according  to  the 
American  Cancer  Society. 

The  improved  machine  uses  a 
smaller  focal  point  to  provide  a 
more  detailed  film  of  the  breast  tis¬ 
sue. 

“Our  new  mammography  ma¬ 
chine  has  the  capacity  to  focus  on  a 
small  area  of  tissue  in  question,  and 
magnify  it  to  help  rule  out  cancer  in 
questionable  areas,”  said  Eileen 
Farmer,  radiological  technologist 
at  American  Fork  Hospital. 

This  machine  also  uses  a  grid 
system  which  plots  tiny  dots.  With 
the  dot  system  the  surgeon  can 
count  the  dots  for  a  more  accurate 
localization  of  the  suspicious  tissue. 

“In  some  cases  the  improved 


view  of  the  suspicious  tissue  will 
save  the  patient  time,  stress  and 
money  involved  in  obtaining  a 
biopsy  for  cancer  confirmation. 
However,  a  palpable  lump  may  still 
require  a  biopsy,”  Farmer  said. 

Breast  cancer  is  the  most  com¬ 
mon  malignancy  in  American 
women,  striking  one  out  of  every 
11.  It  is  the  leading  cause  of  death 
in  women  ages  35-54. 

“A  recent  report  by  ABC  World 
News  Tonight  claimed  that  women 
past  40  who  were  not  receiving  reg¬ 
ular  screenings  (for  breast  cancer) 
were  part  of  a  ‘national  scandal’,” 
said  Kim  Hardman,  public  rela¬ 
tions  director  at  American  Fork 
Hospital. 

The  American  Cancer  Society 
recommends  that  women  ages  35- 
40  should  receive  a  baseline  mam¬ 
mogram,  to  be  compared  with  an¬ 
nual  or  biennial  exams,  from  ages 
40-49,  and  annual  exams  for  women 
ages  50  and  up. 

Hardman,  citing  an  example 
from  ABC  World  News  Tonight, 
said  a  study  indicated  only  11  per¬ 
cent  of  the  nation’s  physicians  fol¬ 
lowed  the  American  Cancer  Soci¬ 
ety  guidelines  for  examinations. 
“The  $75-100  expense  for  the  exam 
was  given  as  a  major  deter¬ 
rent, ’’said  Hardman. 

“We  are  very  unique  in  that  all  of 
our  technicians  are  female.  We 
have  found  that  technicians  some¬ 
times  make  our  patients  receiving 
x-rays  uncomfortable,”  he  said. 


Motorists  hit  workers ; 
hundreds  die  yearly 


Construction  zone  accidents  killed 
more  than  700  people  nationally  in 
1984  and  transportation  officials  are 
asking  motorists  to  use  more  caution. 

Motorists  have  increasingly  ig¬ 
nored  construction  areas  in  recent 
years,  according  to  Utah  Department 
of  Transportation  spokesman  Kim 
Morris.  “It’s  become  a  critical  prob¬ 
lem,”  he  said. 

Utah  County  Traffic  Engineer 
David  Gray  said  that,  between  Octo¬ 
ber,  1984  and  August,  1985,  83  acci-' 
dents  occured  on  bridge  construction 
on  1-15  between  Center  Street  in 
Provo  and  8th  North  in  Orem.  Two  of 
the  accidents  were  fatal. 

•  “Anytime  you’ve  got  3000  pound 
vehicles,  the  worker  is  at  high  risk,” 
said  Morris. 

Kevin  Beckstrom,  a  UDOT 
spokesman,  said,  “It’s  unfortunate 
that  these  fatal  accidents  occur.  As 
far  as  Utah  Department  of  Trans¬ 
portation  is  concerned,  even  one  acci¬ 
dent  is  too  many,” 

“For  that  reason,”  said  Morris, 
“UDOT  is  reminding  motorists  to 
slow  down  and  be  alert  when  driving 
through  highway  zones.  It’s  not  just  a 
Utah  problem,  it’s  a  nationwide  prob¬ 
lem.  Everyone  is  gearing  up.” 

UDOT  asks  motorists  to  remember 
these  safety  tips: 

-Obey  traffic  signs  in  construction 
work  zones. 

-Be  on  alert  for  maintenence  crews 
and  construction  operations. 

-Allow  plenty  of  time  on  trips  to 
avoid  the  urge  to  make  up  time  by 
speeding. 

-Pay  strict  attention  to  flaggers  and 
paddle  signs  that  indicate  when  traf¬ 
fic  must  stop,  proceed  or  move  only 
with  caution.
